Senior  Class  History 


On  September  16,  1944,  three  hundred  and  thirty -eight  Sophomores  entered 
Beverly  High  School.  Miss  John,  our  efficient  class  adviser,  helped  us  to  organize  our 
class  and  accustom  ourselves  to  our  new  surroundings.  We  joined  various  clubs, 
aided  in  selling  bonds,  and  elecced  Home  Room  Officers.  We  elected  for  class  officers:

Edith  Him,  Treasurer. 

Our  first  public  honor  was  won  on  Drama  Night  when  we  presented  a  comedy 
"Are  We  Dressing?"  The  cast  included  Gordon  Russell,  who  won  the  medal  for  the 
best  actor  of  the  play,  Mary  Dwyer,  Donald  Berry,  Joann  Ward,  Mary  Shay,  Guido 
Lauranzano,  Ann  Wyeth,  and  Raymond  Norton. 

Robert  Diebner  and  Louis  Mazzaglia  contributed  to  our  successful  football  team 
and  many  Sopohomores  were  subs. 

Gordon  Zwicker  upheld  our  honor  in  basketball  by  being  the  lone  Sophomore 
on  the  first  team  while  Robert  Rich,  Graham  Nelson,  and  Albert  Churchill  played 
on  the  second  team. 

The  girls  did  much  in  the  field  of  athletics.  There  was  a  large  number  of 
Sophomore  girls  on  the  basketball  team  and  Jean  Bartlett  was  one  of  the  peppy  cheer- 
leaders. 

The  class  had  a  full  and  interesting  year,  learning  something  new  every  day 
from  their  high  school  life. 

In  September  1945,  we  were  no  longer  the  timid  Sophs  that  had  entered 
B.  H.  S.  the  previous  year.

The  Junior  boys  made  a  great  record  in  the  football  field  with  Louis  Mazzaglia, 
Gordon  Zwicker,  Paul  Desmond,  William  Hathaway,  Frank  Estey,  Robert  Colanto, 
Stephen  Femino,  Guy  Rossi,  Raymond  Dougherty,  Donald  Dodge,  Robert  Diebner, 
Paul  Stein,  Kenneth  Anderson,  and  Alistair  Gouzie  participating. 

Four  of  the  Junior  girls  were  in  the  cheering  squad.  They  were  Catherine 
Kessaris,  Alberta  Cassola,  Constance  Fraser,  Head  Cheerleader  Jean  Bartlett  and  Lillian 
Campbell  as  substitute. 
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The  Drama  Night  play  was  "The  Mayor  and  the  Manicure"  with  Robert  Rack- 
liffe,  Verle  Story,  Mary  Dwyer,  and  Harris  Ginsberg.  Robert  Rackliffe  won  the  medal 
for  the  best  performance. 

In  this  year,  we  conducted  a  successful  Winter  Social.  It  was  unique  as  a 
party  at  a  Ski  Lodge  and  everyone  had  a  wonderful  time. 

Robert  Rich,  William  Campbell,  Richard  Peterson,  Robert  Diebner,  Frank 
Estey,  Graham  Nelson,  and  Albert  Churchill  played  their  best  in  basketball. 

Joann  Ward,  Alberta  Cassola,  Marion  Robertson,  Catherine  Kessaris,  Pauline 
Lewis,  Isabelle  Hill,  and  Barbara  Robinson  were  on  the  girls1  basketball  squad. 

Thus  ended  a  happy  and  memorable  Junior  year  of  fun,  friendship,  and 
learning. 

The  Class  of  '47  has  left  a  truly  fine  record  for  other  classes  to  follow.  The 
class  officers  elected  when  we  entered  our  final  year  were:  Mario  Fortunato,  Presi- 
dent; Paul  Desmond,  Vice  President;  Edith  Him,  Scretary;  Wendell  Mason,  Treasurer. 

There  were  338  pupils  enrolled  in  our  Sophomore  Year,  seventy 'five  have  left 
for  various  reasons;  twenty  have  entered  since  then  giving  now  an  enrollment  of  283 
students.    Many  of  the  boys  have  left  to  join  the  Armed  Forces. 

Our  Hallowe'en  Social  was  a  great  success  and  nearly  everyone  in  the  Class 
helped  make  it  so.    Everyone  had  a  marvelous  and  enjoyable  time. 

We  then  turned  our  attention  towards  producing  a  class  play  that  would  win 
the  Drama  Night  Competition.

Massachusetts  state  law  requires  schools  to  have  ten  fire  drills  a  year  so  that  they 
may  be  prepared  in  case  of  emergency. 

At  the  first  stroke 
of  the  fire  signal  two  boys  go  to  each  extinguisher,  find  out  where  the  "fire"  is  supposed 
to  be,  and  take  their  extinguisher  to  that  place.

To  establish  order  out  of  chaos,  man  has  learned  by  his  struggle  through  the  ages 
to  depend  upon  and  obey  organized  rules  of  procedure  in  his  large  group  relationships. 
Such  rules  as  are  recognized  by  him  in  the  conduct  of  business  meetings  are  regarded 
as  parliamentary  law.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  club  to  provide  an  opportunity  to 
study  and  to  practice  the  fundamental  principles  of  parliamentary  procedure  commeiv 
surate  with  the  ability  of  the  club  members.

Some  time  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  model  forms 
such  as  secretary's  reports,  bylaws,  standing  rules,  and  constitutions.

For  the  second  consecutive  season  coach  "Doc"  Rudkin's  Harriers  have  had  a 
State  Championship  cross  country  team.  This  outstanding  team  won  seven  dual  meets, 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  or  Big  Six  championship  at  Belmont,  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  championship  at  Franklin  Park,  Boston.  Their  only  defeat  came  when  they 
placed  fourth  in  the  New  England  Cross  Country  Meet  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island.
